That. as I sée it, was about the idea 
and theory of\ the Canadian universi- 
ties as they used to be. In the course 
of time and through the plain teach- 
ing of circumstances, we have been 
getting away from that idea. We are 
heginning to see that the text book and 
the class room are but a part of the 
student’s life. If they are taken by 
themselves, in undiluted doses, they 
probably do more harm than good. 
They not only injure the student's 
health but they impair his mind. True 
education cannot be achieved after 
this fashion, by shovelling in informa- 
tion. The most that this can ever give 
jg erudition and dantry, never capa-

|of English Drama was made, as well 
as born. Shakespeare’ was regard- 
ed by his contemporaries as well as 
by many later critics to be a mir- 
acle of nature.

after effects; making each scene pop 
like a fire-crackor.,) They saw him 
|ignoring the ancient classical rules, 
and their only explanation was that) 
he was a “Child of Nature.” 

Dr. Broadus, however, took us in- 
to Shakespeare’s workshop, and we 
saw him tinkering with the fashion- 
able Terentian comedy and making 
the-Comedy of Errors; with the orn- 
ate and faritastic style of John Lyly 
in Love’s Labour Lost; and with the 
popular “tragedy of blood” in Titus 
Andronicus.
